After little discussion and almost 
no debate, the Associated Students, 
Inc., senate Tuesday approved ASI 
President Bill Klein's proposed 
1982-83 budget 

Klein vetoed the proposed budget 
at the March 30 ASI meeting and 
recommended changes in the pro 
posed budget in four areas: the 
Aquatic Center, the Chicanito 
Science Project, athletics and Legal 
Aid Services 

Klein recommended $1 2,500 for 
the Aquatic Center, a savings of 
$4,000 from the proposed $16,500 
Klein also recommended $2,000 for 
the Chicanito Science Project, a 
savings of $3,000 from the pro 
posed $5,000 

The total savings available for 
reallocation would be $7,000. Of 
this, $2,000 would go to increasing 
Legal Aid Services from $12,000 to 
$14,000, and the remaining $5,000 
would augment athletics from the 
proposed $40,000 to $45,000 

Before the senate passed the 
motion to approve the proposed 
budget, Unde: ‘ared Senator Susan 
Bryer introduced an amendment to 
alternatively distribute the $7,000 
savings from the Aquatic Center and 
the Chicanito Science Project 
$2,010 to go to Legal Aid Services 
$2,000 to Women's Resource Cen 
ter and $3,000 to Child Care Center 
Bryer's arnendment failed passage 

During open forum, Business 
Senator Mark Armstrong

According to Armstrong, the 
Roundtable Meeting is a way for the 
ASI and CSUS clubs and orgamza 
tions to concentrate their energies 
jointly on campus issues. Initially, it 
was organized to concentrate on 
financial aid issues, but now its scope 
includes discussion regarding stu 
dent control of the University Union

Life and Death Matter 


Student Recalls El Salvador

Leaving home to attend college is 
a choice many students make when 
they realize thei hometown provides 
only himited opportunities. For one 
CSUS business major from FJ Sal 
vador it was a matter of lite and death 

In 1974, he and his mother were 
forced to flee their hometown to 
escape a civil war that had claimed 
many of thew fnends and members 
of thew famuly 

Six vears later and 5,000 miles 
away, he still fears for his life. “If 
they knew i was here they'd deport 
me. They'd be waiting for me at the 
airport,” 

“They” are the Manos de Blanco 
(Whuite hands), death squad accused 
of torturing and killing hundreds of 
Salvadorans. The death squad is 
believed to prey on Salvadoran 
citizens with impunity and some say 
“with the consent of” the Duarte 
government 

He agreed to talk io the Hornet 
only after being assured that his 
identity would not be revealed, and 
no pictures would be taken. We'll 
call him Roberto 

Roberto said he and his mother 
came to Califorma because they 
were targets. His mother was a

The National League of Nursing 
(NLN) usually scores the exam in 
tour to six weeks, but in California 
the test is then turned over to the 
BRN, which takes another 12 to 18 
weeks to score the exam by its 
modified version, thus prolonging 
the period that the student must work 
at lower wages 

To avoid this, many students 
take the exam before they graduate 
so the results trom the exam will be 
returned by the time they leave 
school and be ready to work full tine 
This is allowed by California law. but 
many states will not accept the

Scruggs Still Missing 
Despite Police Search

More than two years alter her 
disappearance, CSUS student Khym 
byrly Scruggs remains missing and 
the case is now inactive, pending any 
new leads, Sheriff's Lt. Sgt. Ray 
Biondi said 

Scruggs has been missing from 
her Pine Gardens apartment since 
Jan. 12, 1980 and is now presumed 
Biondi said. The Sheriff's 
Department, while never classifying 
Scruggs disappearance as a murder, 
is handling the investigation as one, 
Biondi saad. He said all leads in the 
case have been exhausted 

STugEs was discovered missing 
by her roommate, who returned to 
the apartment to take Scruggs to 
work The apartment was locked, 
but Scruggs’ keys, purse and other 
personal items where found inside. A 
small amount of blood was found on 
Scruggs bed, ‘but not enough to 
indicate she had been killed,” She- 
nifi's detective Carol Daly told the 
Hornet two years ago. Investigators 
couldn't trace the blood bec ause 


dead 


they were unable to determane Scruggs’ 
blood type 
A suspect, Gerald Orth, a neigh- 
bor directly across the hall from 
Scruggs’ apartment, was questioned 
and released. Orth never submitted 
to a polygraph test and was consi- 
dered ‘very uncooperative in the 
< ase,” Daly said 
Orth is still considered a suspect 
in the case, Biondi said. Authorities 
became interested in Orth when they 
arrived at Scruggs’ apartment to 
investigate a missing person report. 
Biondi said that Orth left his apart. 
ment, with the television on, soon 
after investigators arnved, and didn’t 
turn up untl several months later. In 
that time, he eluded authorities who 
spotted him in downtown Sacra- 
mento by abandoning his car in a 
parking lot. He also failed to return 
to his job where he left his tools and a 
paycheck, Biondi said. Physical 
evidence, which Biondi would not 
descnbe, further umplicates Orth in 
the disappearance. Orth was later 
apprehended in downtown Sacra- 
mento

Crime Takes No Vacation 


University police arrested four juveniles last week, 
three on charges of bicycle theft and one for auto burglary, 
in a busy “holiday” week at CSUS. 

Here is the week's crime summary, reported by Car! 
Perry, campus crime prevention officer: 

April 7: Sometime between April 6 and 7, someone 
burglarized the tampon machines in the women’s 
restrooms in the Administration, Math/History, Social 
Science and Biology buildings, taking an undetermined 
amount of money from the machines. The machines, 
maintained by the custodial staff, are owned by the state 

At 8 a.m., university police took three men into 
custody for being drunk while sitting in a car parked in the 
coin lot, south of the University Union. The owner of the 
car, James Constanza, was recently released from an 
undisclosed county jail, Perry said. The other two men 
were unidentified. No charges were hled. Police trans 
ported the three to the county dete ‘fication center 

At 1:27 p.m., a bicycle, worth $80, was stolen from 
the Art Building. The owner reported the theft imme 
diately, describing the bicycle to umversity pohce, who 
searched the campus and arrested a juvenile nding the 
bicycle two minutes later. The bicycle was returned to its 
owner 

At 3:25 p.m., a wallet and its contents, worth $8, were 
stolen from the Student Health Center 
April 9: An illuminating magnifying glass was reported 
stolen from a locked cabinet in the Psychology building 
Room 123 A. The lock hadn't been tampered with, and 
Perry speculated that the thief had a key to the cabinet 
The magnifying glass is valued at $130 
April 11: Between April 2 and 11, a bicycle worth $190 
was stolen from the south side of Sutter Hall 
April 12: At 12:12 p.m., a woman called the bookstore 
with a bomb threat. University and Sacramento city 
police searched the building for suspicious objects but 
couldn't find anything. The building wasn't evacuated 
Perry explained that when there :s a bomb threat on 
campus, city pohce are called in to assess the situation. It 
the threat appears to be a hoax, the person in charge of the

evacuate it. Dale Brostrom, Hornet Foundation executive 
chrector, decided not to evacuate the bookstore, based on 
the opimon of the police and his previous expenence with 
bomb threats while he headed auxihary services at the 
Uruversity of Illinois at Chicago. Perry emphasized that it 
the pohce thought the threat was real, they would order the 
building evacuated and search it thoroughly 

At 2:26 p.m., university police caught two juveniles 
stealing a bicycle from the racks near the Business 
building. Sgt. Joe Green and Officer Roger Britton were 
patrolhng the east side of the building when they observed 
the two youths cutting the lock on a $250 bieycle. Greer 
chased the two down on fot in the parking lot northeast of 
the building. The two youths were booked in Juvenile 
Hall. The bicycle was impounded by police and later 
claimed by its owner 

Also on April 12, two copy machine keys were stolen 
Between 10 and 10:30 a.m., a key was stolen from the 
copy machine in the Math/History building. At 1 p.m 
another key was stolen from the machine im the E.nghsh 
building. Perry said that the owners of the keys used the 
copy machines but forgot to retrieve them. When the 
owners returned later, the keys were missing They are 
worth $75 each

Giannom and 
eight other CSUS athletes were elected to the ASI senate in a 
hotly-contested election. Klein pointed out that they hiked athiets 


Dean of Students Tim C omstock, the administration representative 
on the senate, speke out against the cut and athletics spokespersons 
hinted that some sports may be cancelled as a result of the decreased 
tunding. The athletes involved in CSUS' 18 intercollegiate sports and 
numerous intramusals could very well form a cohesive voting block 
capable of shaping next year's student government 

Athletic funding has been an issue with ASI for several years and 
a ournber of proposals have been made to delete it entirely, but the senate 
has yet to take any defimtrve action on any of the propsals 

One proposal last year called for a three-year phase out of ASI 
athletic funding. This measure was allowed to he dormant in the ASI 
hnance committee for weeks and eventually died. History may again 
repeat itself now that Klein has proposed and the senate hus authorized 
a committee to look into “ASI's future role” in athletics

What CSUS club-status athletic team is dominating its 
league against the likes of USC, UCLA, Long Beach 
State, San Jose State, and San Diego State? 

No, it isn't the men’s volleyball squad, which is teanng 
up the Northern Cahtornia Volleyball League. Nor is it the 
lacrosse club, which has rapidly developed into a strong 
side in its first year of existenc 

No, the most successful of this school’s club teams is 
the CSUS water skiers. Also one of the most unrecognized 

clubs on campus, the water ski team has quietly disposed 
of the five aforementioned big-name foes, as well as nine 
others, in competitions that have spanned trom early fall to 
spring 

Competing in the massive 15-team Western Water Ski 
Conterence, the Hornets have captured all four of the 
meets that they have entered, including three in the fall to 
chnch the first-half title. Currently riding two first-place 

fimshes in the WWSC spring season, the Hornets are 
bidding for the ttle in only their second year 

Lisa Ford, currently the top women’s skier on the 
squad, remembers when the club started just over a year 
ago. She says there was less than a handful of skiers and 
only the unpredictable nvers and far-away Folsom Lake to 
ski on. “There were only a couple of us in the beginning 
and nowhere we could really train. The nvers are not great 
to practice the events that are included in the competi 
tons,” said Ford, whose goal was a competitive team 
rather than just a weekend-outing club 

With no place to practice the slalom, tnck and jump 
events that comprise competitions, the fledgling club 
seemed destined to stay that way. But the membership 
gradually grew and the club eventually gained access to 
newly-opened Bell Acqua Water Ski Park, a set of 
man-made lakes located in Rio Linda 

According to Ford, who served as the club's first-year 
president, the team grew large enough to enter conference 
competibon last year. After starting slowly, the Hornets 
finshed strong and won the last spring competibon. They 
bested perennial West Coast power San Diego State and 
the rest of the conference teams in that final meet, and 

have been ing the conference ever since. 

Ford sad that the current CSUS team often carries as 
many as 20 entrants into a competition, and is the oniy one 
that boasts a B-team. The club itself numbers over 50, 
which Ford says helps team spirit. 

The 25-year-old Ford, considered the elder statesper- 
aon on the squad along with 26-year-old Mike Sloan, 
credits the men's team with boosting the Homets to the

top. Five entrants per school are allowed in each event, 
and Ford says the men may have the five best jumpers in 
the conference. “We have five jumpers that have gone 
over 106 leet, and there are only three others in the entire 
conference that have jumped 100 feet,” said Ford. 

Brad Wilcox leads the 100-foot jump contingent, 
iollowed closely by Mike Mello and Mike Jolley. Tim 
Duke and Bnan MacDonald round out the jumping group 
that is capable of sweeping places | -5 during competition. 
(The only problem, according to Ford, is that some meet 
locations do not have the jump ramps, eliminating the 
jump competition and forcing the Hornets to lose thew 
advantage. ) 

The men’s slalom and tnck entnes are strong also. 
Mello and MacDonald are usually near the top of the trick 
event. Sloan, who assumed the president's chores from 
Ford this year, Paul Puccioni and Bryan Batey usually 
help give the Hornets five finishers in the top 10. Mello, 
who is usually the team's top overall scorer in the three 
events, 1s also strong in the slalom. Wilcox is the hottest 
slalomer at the moment, with Jolley, MacDonald, and 
Duke usually timshing in the top 10 

Ford leads the women’s team that is short on depth, but 
still manages to aid the overall team score with finishes in 
the top hive. Ford, who never competed in any of the events 
before last year, regularly finishes in the top five in all 
three. “] was a recreation skier ever since | was a kid,” said 
Ford, “but these event competitions are totally different. 
It’s total work on control now.” 

Ford is backed up by strong slalomer Lorri Lauszus, 
and good all-around performer Becky Schaffer. Betsy Hill 
and StaceyCullen missed the recent Long Beach 
Invitational, but are expected to give the Hornets a future 
boost. 

The Hornets are good bets to reach the National Wates 
Sk: Championships later this year in Louisiana, which 
brings together the top 12 teams from the nation’s six 
regional conferences. The Hornets aavel to Pat Kennelly 
Lake on Twin Cites Road thi: weekend for their second 
WWSC meet, and then close out the four-meet ny 
season by hosting their own invitational May 1-2 at 
Acqua (located next to the Rio Linda Airpert). In between, 
they visit San Diego State April 24-25 for the San Diego 
Invitational.

Set Designers Create 
Environmental Simulations

Audiences can generally appreciate the hard work that 
goes into developing a character for the stage. But many 
theater-goers fail to realize the fact that just as many hours 
go into the building of the sets as have gone into the actor's 
task. Often, many more hours are involved. Actors 
simulate personalities; backstage crews simulate environ 


ments. 


The first step in set design is a meeting between the 
director, set designer, lighting technician and head of the 
scene shop. These meetings help define the director's 
mental conceptions of the set into practical terms 

Set design involves much more than the construction of 
props and “flats.” It sets the whole mood of the play. For 
instance, in the prison drama “Short Eyes,” crews created 
a very dull, dingy-looking set to portray the grayness of 


prison life 


When the audience walked into the theater it was as if 
they'd been “sentenced” themselves. it was as if they were 
there up above, suspended from the eiling, were two rows 
of jail cells complete with catwalks and “armed guards’ 


directly in front was a 
dnnking fountain and toilet 


To the stagehands, this particular set presented several 
problems: how to bring running water out to the stage, how 
to hang the jail cells and how to make all the jail cell doors 
rol] shut simultaneously ala Alcatraz 


“day room,” 


In all, between 2,000 and 2,700 hours of work went 
into the building of the set, according to Professor Larry 
Shumate, head of the scene shop. “About a third of that 
time was spent by students putting the set together. The 
rest of the bme was spent designing it,” Shumate said 

Students built the jail cells and cell catwalks by 
hanging pipes down from the catwalks and attac hing 
horizontal support pipes to them. A row ol these pipes was
